UNDRED CASUALTIES 
IN JOHANNESBURG RIOT. 


Martial Law in South -Africa to Handle 
the Strike Situation. 


Troops Rake the Streets With Rifle Fire, Leaving at 
Least Sixty Dead and Scores of Persons Injured—Ne- 
gotiations After the Battle Result in Promise of Men 
to Return to Mines on Employers’ Terms. 


OHANNESBURG, July 5.-—The 
strike which involved practically all 
the gold mines in the Rand ended 
tonight. During its brief existence an- 
archy reigned in the city; there was 
much blood shed and the casualties 
are estimated at more than 100. The 
authorities were finally compelled to 
declare martial law, and during sev- 
eral hours today the treops raked the 
streets with rifle fire. 

The negotiations which brought 
about the settlement were opened this 
afternoon and brought to a successful 
conclusion after several hours’ dis- 
cussion, the strike leaders agreeing to 


the terms proposed. Gen. 
Botha, ex-premier of the Union of 


chairman of the East Rand proprie- 
tory mines, and Gen. Smith took part 
in the negotiations. 
Before a settlement was reached, 
there occurred the flercest and most 
sanguinary conflicts between the police 
and the troops and the mobs that had 
yet taken place. @Marly in the after- 
noon crowds gatbered in front of the 
Rand club and began to stone it. They 
disregarded orders to disperse, and 
the troops fired with deadly effect. 
Near the Union club another mob was 
scattered by the Dragoons, who 
charged fiercely.

4—Representatives of the workers 
are at liberty to lay any other griev- 
ances before the government, and will 
inguire into them.

AUTO "BUS TO REPLACE STREET- 
CAR FACILITIES, 


Chicago Unionites in Predicament 
that Probably Means Permanent 
Loss of Job, as Country Traction 


Company Makes Money by Closing 
Down—Mayor After Settlement.

CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, July 5.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch] President William Scanlan 
of the Street Railway Employees’ Un- 
ion, who on Thursday night ordered a 
strike of motormen and conductors of 
the Country Traction Company, yes- 
terday wondered just how successful 
the promised ‘bus line service in the 
suburbs would be. It was admitted 
the operating of , the bus service 
would seriously affect any chances of 
a settlement. So far no bus line has 
been established. 

The union will fight any move to 
install efficient bus or automobile 
service in the affected districts, it is 
said. Meanwhile officials of the rail- 
way company are not worrying, and 
assert the cars will not be operated 
unless the men return to work. It 
was rumored that should the em- 
ployees remain out for more than a 
week, it is possible the service will 
never again be resumed. 

The company, is financially em- 
barrassed,”’ said’ a resident of Oak 
Park, “and while K was coining money 
for a few weeks in the summer it 
must be remembered there is prac- 
tically nothing doing in the late fall 
and winter. These strikers have ‘cut 
off their noses to spite their faces.’ 
Of course if some of the loafers don't 
want to work, why, that is up to 
them.“ 

Unless the strike is settled without 
loss of time, five auto trucks will be 
put in service early Monday morning 
to haul employees of the American 
Can Company in Maywood to and 
from their work. The truck service 
will be maintained indefinitely, it is 
said. There are more than 1000 per- 
sons employed at the works and many 
of them live in Melrose Park, Forest 
Park, and near-by suburbs. 

Mayor James Itussell Smart of 
Evanston asserted he had hopes of 
bringing about a settlement before 
many hours.

STORMS FAIL TO BRING ANY 
RELIEF TO CHICAGO. 


CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, July 5.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Relief from the sweltering 
heat of the last week began to ap- 
pear this afternoon, when cool 
breezes, due to storms in the Great 
Lakes region, filtered through the 
dense humidity and pall of deadly 
heat which has enveloped and smoth- 
ered all of the Middle West. 

Thirteen deaths have been reported 
in this city in the last twenty-four 
hours and the number probably will 
be increased by six or eight before 
morning. .In addition there have been 


more than fifty prostrations requiring 
police assistance and many of these 
will be found in the list of dead with 
in a few days. 
Fifteen persons were bitten by 
rabid dogs today, and horse ambu- 
lances were much in evidence, cartin 
away the animals which had ——— 
Sone or been rendered helpless by the 
eat. 
Storms broke all around Chicago 
today, but avoided the city, with the 
exception of a freakish sprinkle in the 
early-morning hours which -aggra- 
vated, rather than helped, the situa- 
tion. The slight rain that did fall hit 
three sides of the city, but not a drop 
fell in the business center. Noticeably 
cooler weather prevails tn the North- 
west and an occasional shift of wind 
from that direction brings much relief 
to the city. 
An unidentified man was drowned 
while bathing tn the lake on the north 
side today. His body was recovered 
by the police. 

Forecasters say Sunday should be 
cool and that normal temperature 
probably will prevail for several days. 

SWAMPED BY SQUALL. 

Three yachtsmen, swamped by a 
sudden squall, were rescued from the 
lake this evening. In South Bend, 
Ind., there was one drowning. One 
person was killed and five prustrated 
in Terre Haute, Ind., and between 
Pekin, III., and Indianapolis a man 
expired on the train of heat exhaus- 
tion.

YERKES DIRECTOR FINDS. 


Discoveries that May Enable America to Revolutionize 
Agriculture by Forecasting the Weather a Season in 
Advance Are Announced by Prof. E. B. Frost Solar 
Constant” Is as Changeable as a Woman's Moods.

HICAGO BUREAU OF THE 

TIMES, July 56.—[{Exclusive Dis- 

patch.) Discoveries. of world- 
wide interest as to the relation of the 
sun's heat to the earth—-discoveries 
which may revolutionize the agri¢ul- 
ture of the world, as well as its peo- 
plee—were described today in an ar- 
ticle prepared by Prof. Edwin B. 
Frost, director of the Yerkes Observa- 
tory at Williams Bay, Wis. His ar- 
ticle is based on observations made 
during his recent tour abroad and 


sums up a close study of the work of 
scientists since the late Prof. Langley 
of Smithsonian Tnatitution, 


Experts declare that the theory of 
Prof. Frost, when perfected, will 
make it possible to forecast weather 
conditions a season in advance. It 
will be possible, they say, to announce, 
for instance, In winter whether or 
not the summer season is to be wet“ 
or “dry.” The effect of this informa- 
tion can be grasped readily by the 
farmers. 

It is known that the government 
has been making Investigation along 
the manner outlined by Prof. Frost. 
Prof. P. P. Kimball, for the govern- 
ment, has been making observations 
at Mt. Weather. In the opinion of 
Prof. Henry J. Cox, local forecaster,

of the Department of Labor sald he 
had learned today that he tu to be the 
subject of an attack In a newspaper 
tomorrow. He issued a statement in 
which he explained that the attack 
grew out of his work in 
the coal miners of the 
field in Maryland in 1895. He was 
then a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the United Mine Workers 
of America and induced the miners of 
that region to join in the big strike. 
He was tried for contempt of court 
and was acquitted. 

WILSON’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Wilson's statement then cote 
tinues: 

“Immediately a charge was made 
that I was conspiring with the coal 
miners of the Georges Creek coal re- 
gion to stop the mines. 5 

“Il was standing at the station ts 
Lonaconing, Md., waiting for a train 
coming from Frostburg, on which I 
expected a messenger. When the 
train pulled in Sheriff King stepped 
off and invited me into the train for 
a private talk. As the train always 
stopped a few minutes at Lonaconing 
I complied. When we got on the 
train he said he had a wagrant for 
conspiracy. I 
asked him to.read it, which he did. 
By that time the train was in Motion 
and I was taken to Piedmont, W. Va., 
and from there to Cum M 
where I was placed in jail. I was 
bailed out the next day. 

“Because of my activities in the 
strike I was unable to obtain employ- 
ment either in the Cleartield region or 
in any other portion of Pennsylvania, 
except in the winter in small mines 
operated for local supply coal by some 
of my former mining asseciates, 

“The conspiracy charge remained 
on the docket for nearly twe years 
and never came to trial. I was une 
der bond all of that time, ready te 
proceed to trial, and was not with 
the jurisdiction of the court, 
because the court did not require my 
presence. 

- “The coal company used the usual 
‘big business’ methods to break the 
strike; thugs were employed to fol- 
low at my heels wherever I went. 
They went so far as to employ one 
man, paying him $300 to kidnap me 
and hold me prisoner in an aband 

farm house in order t they m 

be able to announce to the miners 
that I had sold out and teft the re- 
gion, hoping thereby to distou 

the strikers and break the strike. . 

“The plan did not succeed solely 
because one of the men whe was 
asked to help carry it into effect sent 
me a warning.” 

Previous to his arrest for conspiracy 
Mr. Wilson had been made defendant 
to three injunctions and had been 
served with an order to show cause 
why he should not be adjudged guilty 
of contempt. 

A signed opinion, delivered jointly 
by Judges A. Hunter Boyd, now 
Chief Judge of the Court of Appeals 
of Maryland, and by Judge HK. W. 
Hoffman, deceased, while not hold- 


ing Wilson guilty, places upon his 
shoulder responsibility for lawtless- 
ness. It was entitied “In matter 
of the alleged contempt of B. 
Wilson 


Here ts the language of the opinfon: 

It is clearly shown that the re- 
spondent, William B. Wilson, is large- 
ly responsible for the present condi- 
tion of affatrs and it is equally true 
that whatever may be his accomplish- 
ments, many of our own miners are 
his equal in intelligence and know 
far better than he does what its for 
their interest. He ts responsible, in 


part at least, for the loss of wages * 


alaeady sustained and for such law-

“The evidence shows acts done oF 
incited by him that would have us 
questionably made him amenable to 
the law and lable to punishment if 
they had occurred subsequent to the 
service of the injunction on him, 
He ts entitled in a court of 
justice to have his case disposed of 
according to the established principles 
of law and equity and cannot be pufi- 
ished tn this proceeding unless he 
has violated the injunction by this 
court since it was served on him,”

Situated in the middle of 
the Pacific Ocean and virtually sur- 
rounded by fish of every description, 
this city is facing a fishiess Friday. A 
famine in the finny table delicacy 
threatens, owing to the fact that at a 
recent session of the Legislature the 
lawmakers, in their farseeing wisdom, 
adopted a law prohibiting the use of 
nets more than twélve feet in length 
in fishing for smaller fish than are 
used as bait to catch the larger table 
supply. This law went into effect last 
March and has resulted in the Jap- 
anese fishing fleet being tied up in the 
harbor for some time. Fish that pre- 
viously retailed at 10 and 12 cents 10 
now quoted at 18 and 20 cents, with 
only a small quantity in the market. 

However, R. M. Fitt of San Fran- 
cisco, “king” of Fanning Island, has 
a solu#ien for the dimeun and pro- 
poses to import fish to Honolulu from 
Fanning, where there is no Legisia- 
ture to govern the size of the nets and 
the catch of fish. He is now devot- 
ing his time to plans for the importa- 
tion of the fish which, may be caught 
in abundance around Fanning. His 
present idea is to tow the catch to 
Honolulu in large tanks, thus reach- 
ing this market with the live fsh. 
Fishing at Panning ta easy work. 
When the tides rise the lagoons 
around the island are rapidly filled, 
the fish following the current. When 
the tides begin to subside a gate is 
thrown across the opening of the la- 
goon, leaving it filled with fish when 
the tide is low.

ETTYSBURG (Fa.] July 5.—({Ex- 

clusive Dispatch.] Breaking camp 

at Gettysburg in 1913, and the 
twa great armies, both badly shat- 
tered, marching away from there in 
1863, are two guch strikingly different 
experiences that one is lost in con- 
templating them. 

Gen. Lee's army, after the severest 
defeat it had ever suffered, with a 
loss of more than 256,000 in killed 
and wounded, not to mention the 
prisoners, dispirited, broken in body 
and shecked in mind, hungry and 
poorly shod, filled with darkest gloom 
at the thought of the frightful losses 
and blasted hepes, started back to 
Virginia, doubting that thousands of 
them would reach there. 

At times by the side of the march- 
ing infantry and other times in the 
rear, or at the head, was a wagon 
train, many miles in length, laden 
with groaning, agonizing and, in many 
instances, dying brave men. In these 
wagons were only a portion of Lee's 
wounded. 

So, one of the great armies left 
Gettysburg fifty years ago. The next 
day the other army, almest as badly 
shattered, by shot, shell and bullet, 
took up the march in pursuit of that 
other American army. This army 
was not hungry, it was not poorly 
shod or poorly clothed, it had not 
suffered its greatest defeat—it had 
not met its Waterloo—it had not 
met with a digaster that settled for- 
ever that no foreign nation would in- 
tervene in its behalf; it was not a 
march with the thought that the 
foundation of its government was 
crumbling and the finger of Fate 
pointing to Appomatox. 

It had won its greatest victory, had 
seen the high-tide battle fought and 
had won it It was full of hope and 
confidence. The beginning of the end 
was in sight to every officer and er- 
ery man. 

Se marched away from Gettys- 
burg, Lee's and Meade’s armies fifty 
years ago. 

The picture just painted partakes 
of the pathetic and sorrowful as well 
as of high spirits and hopefulness. 

After By, spent in tents, every 
the ground replete with his- 
toric interest, a week in which the 
survivors of the two armies of fifty 
years ago mingled as loyal, country- 
loving citizens of this great nation; 
mingled in perfect harmony as 
brothers, as fellow American soldiers, 
the one trying to outdo the other 
in expressions of admiration, in 
praise of the great, strong, united’ 
country with love for both country 
and flag, the veterans are leaving 
after the reunion. Nine yeterans died 
during the reunion. 

There were at one time 60.000 
American soldiers in the camp, 20, 
000 of whom, according to the best 
estimates, had been at Gettysburg 
fifty years befere, and everything 
about the little city and the great 
fields—was of intense interest to 
them, and they walked about them 
arm ih arm, at one point chatting and 
laughing at recalling the way in 
which one sjde or other hastened from 
the field, and another time Rlled with 
emotion that silenced tongues and 
sprinkled cheeks, at the thought of 
tent-mates or old leaders who had 
died on the ground where they were 
now standing.

FROM ANTIPODES. 


LOS ANGEDES CAPITALISTS FI- 
NANCE THE PROPOSITION. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMESs.( 

SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, July 5.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) Negotiations reported to be 
under way indicate that not only will 
large imports of Australian meats be 
shortly made to the United States, but 


that cattle on the hoof will be shipped 
to the Coast from the Antipodes. 

The Oceanic Seamship Company, the 
Union Steamship Company and other 
operators have been asked, it is said, 
to give rates on the movement of live 
stock. The project is being engineered 
by Los Angeles capitalists and the plan 
is to ship stock to be distributed over 
the vast grazing lands of Southern Cal- 
ifornia, Arizona and Nevada. It is 
understood that the present plans call 
for the landing of between 60,000 
and 160,000 head of Australian cattle 


per year. 

F. E. Schiagther of Salt Lake City, 
who investigated the meat proposition 
recently, is the authority for the state- 
ment that the Australian cattle are to 
be imported. He has correspondence 
with the American Consul in Mel- 
bourne and with representatives of 
the Oceanic and Union lines. 

has a plan in view to extend its serv- 
ice to Australia, following the open- 
ing of the Panama Canal, and the com- 
pletion of its néw freighters now on 
order will give it a fleet of thirty-two 
veasels. Some of these, it is said, may 
be so altered that they can be used as 
cattle ships. . 

Local shippers will receive in the 
future heavy shipments of various va- 
rieties of Australian and New Zealand 
meats. The last few steamers that have 
arrived from the British Colonies 
brought heavy shipments of frozen 
meats in the refrigerators. That the 
shipments will grow in size is indi- 
cated by the fact that the cold storage 
space on the steamers in the trade be- 
tween Australia and this port is being 
increased. The Union Company's 
steamer Acrangi, which is due next 
Thursday from the Antipodes, is 
bringing 200 tons of frozen meat for 
local consumers.

BULLS EYES. 


Monterey Camp Holds Its 
First Target Practice. 


California Colleges. 


Enlistment of Recruits to 
Close Next Tuesday. 


(SY DIRECT WIRE To THE TIMES. 

MONTEREY, July 56.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.) Tuesday will be the last 
day that young men from schools and 
colleges may file their applicatiors and 
be admitted to the War Department 
experimental camp of instruction at 
Pacific Grove. Announcement to this 
effect was made today by Maj. Her- 
man Hall, commanding officer at 
Camp Murray. Young men from San 
Francisco and vicinity, Maj. Hall says, 
may file their applications at western 
department headquarters and then 
hurry down to camp, but owing to the 
nature of the work that will be under- 
taken next week the boys must 
here in time to master the prelimi- 
naries. 

Those who apply at the eleventh 
| hour must pay their own tranrporta- 
tion to and from camp, pay aodvut $7 
for a uniform that will be suoplied 
here, pay 1.76 weekly for ations 
and agree to remain throughout the 
life of the camp or until August 6. 
But a few more boys are wanted to 
complete the personnel of an otherwise 
perfected organization. 

Three additional students wwre en- 
rolled today. E. Cragun and George 
M. Dunford from the Utah Agricul- 
tural College, and Shirley French 
from the San Francisco Business Col- 
lege. 


FIRST COMPANY DRILL. 


After the Fourth of July holiday 
the work of the camp started off with 
vim today. Following breakfast, set- 
ting exercises were held and then 
Lieut. Edward L. Hopper, command- 
ing the students’ company, put the 
boys through the first company drill 
they have so far had, all previous 
drills being in squad formation. For 
the first half of the drill «gular 
soldiers acted as squad leaders, but 
the last half the cadet corporals as- 
sumed this work. The compary was 
put through a hard, extended, order 
skirmish drin and at the same time 
were instructed in signals and the 
use of ground. 


TARGET PRACTICE. 

For two hours after this work Capt. 
Alfred T. Smith, Twelfth Infantry, 
took the boys on the newly-made 
rifie range on the rocky shore of 
Monterey Bay, half a mile from camp 
where for the first time the students 
had an opportunity to show their ef- 
ficiency at real target practice. For 
each student there was a rvgular 
soldier to act as personal instructor, 
these explaining the mechanism of the 
army rifie, the proper firing position 
and manipulating the sights. Each 
student was given an opportunity to 
fire fifteen shots, five shots each in 
the standing, kneeling and recumbent 
positions. The work was very satis- 
factory to Capt. Smith and showed 
some preliminary training on the part 
of many students in this class of 


work.

big factor in keeping up the interest 
of the students in camp life and they 
are becoming enthusiastic over it and 
are beginning to show rivalry. 

As a silights illustration of the et- 
ficiency of some of the army mer sta- 
tioned at the camp for instruction 
purposes, Capt. Smith today sent 
Seret. G. J. Bare, Co. B. Twelfth In- 
fantry, on the range to test the rifles 
and the targets before the students 
undertook their work. Sergt. Bare, 
who will represent Co. B at the West- 
ern Department semi-annual target 
shooting at Monterey next week, se- 
lected eight rifles to test. He fired 
five shots from each or forty shots in 
all, and made thirty-eight bu'leeyes, 
but two shots failing te find the ex- 
act center of the target. 

MAP READING. 

Maj. John T. Nance today made a 
valuabie and interesting talk to the 
students on map reading and field 
orders. Maj. Nance is the officer de- 
tailed as professor of military science 
and tactics at the University of Call- 
fornia and is an Unusually fire in- 
structor. It is the subject of much 
comment, that, while the University 
of California, Santa Clara University 
and other similar institutions around 
San Francisco Bay are all represent- 
ed by students, Stanford, of which 
David Starr Jordan is chancellor, has 
not a single student enrolled. Wheth- 
er or not Dr. Jordan is adverse be- 
cause of his peace work to a camp 
such as this where the boys ere ob- 
taining training that undoubtediy will 
make them better and more useful 
citizens in time of either peace or 
war is not known.

ABOUT THREE THOUSAND MEN 
THROWN OUT OF JOBS,

Unable to Sell Its Bonds, the 
Municipality Asks Voters to In- 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE mom, 

OAKLAND, July 5.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch] After an investigation 
made by City Architect J. J. Donovan 
and Commissioner of Public Works 
Harry 8. Anderson, the latter said to- 
day that owing to the failure of the 
present 4% per cent. municipal bonds 
to sell, there are from 2600 th 3000 
men of Oakland out of work and that 
the city is losing weekly pay rolls ar- 
gregating nearly. $50,000 because all 
work was stopped on the City Hall, 
municipal auditorium, schoolhouses 
and water front improvements. 

He said: 

“This condition will exist unn 
after the election called for July 22, 
when the people will be asked to per- 
mit the City Council to fix a higher 
rate of interest on the old bonds, but 
not to exceed 5% per cent. Many 
think that the Council is asking for a 
new bonded indebtedness, but that is 
not so. The only new issue is for 
sufficient money to complete the new 
City Hall, and all the other bonds are 
merely what remain unsold of 
previous issues already voted by the 
people. 

“If this provision was in effect now, 
allowing increased interest, sufficient 
bonds to tide over the depression 
could be sold at & per cent. All that 
is needed now is to sell $1,000,000 
worth. And by the time it is neces- 
sary to sell the balance, 4% per cent. 
or less may be required. 

“This, however, cannot be foreseen, 
and in the meantime, those who are 
losing by it are the men who were 
employed on the buildings and those 
who supply the wants of the work- 
ing men. Whether it ie worth while 
to increase the interest on a propor- 
tion of the existing bonds and keep 
Oakland men to the number of nearly 
3000, at work and have nearly $60,- 
000 paid out In wages every week, or 
whether all work shall continue at « 
stand still, adding to the present local 
shortage of ready money, is a ques- 
tion which the people must decide for 
themselves on the day of the elec-

This is what really happened, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Freemans story, told 
to the reporters at the home of her 
friend and hostess, Mrs. Paul Stein, 
in the Richelieu apartments, at 
Guerro and Twenty-second streets: 

“After 1 got on the train I decided 


that I might as well go on to San 
Francisco and pay my visit as 
planned. I had spoken to my hus-

“I came away without any d 
not even a handbag. I came with the

“I telephoned Mrs. Stein at once 
and told her that I would be cut later. 
Mr. Yates had tavited me to take 
dinner with him. We went into the 
pudlic dining-rvem of a cafe down- 
town.

“My only explanation of the situa- 
tion is that the conductor joshed my 
husband and reported the whole thing 
wrong to him.

PORTLAND (Or.) July 5.—Virgil 
Perrine, aged 20, who tays he came 
here recently from St. Louis, robbed 
the First State Bank at Milwaukee, 
six miles south of Portland, this aft- 
ernoon, by holding up the cashier 
and his assistant, escaped with his 
loot, about $400, and later was cap- 
tured by a posse after he had stood 
submerged to his neck in a creek for 
two hours, in the hope of eluding 
capture. The money was recovered. 

Perrine entered the bank alone and 
unmasked at 1 p.m. Assistant Cashier 
A. H. Sanders stood at the cash wick- 
et while Cashier A. L. Bolstead sat a 
littie back, eating his luncheon from 
a basket. Perrine was armed with a 
revolver, which he leveled at the two 
men, forcing both to stand together 
with arms upstretched while with one 
hand he raked the rolls of coin from 
the nearest tray into his pocket. Then, 
still keeping the men covered, he 
backed out the front door and fied. 

The pursuit was most spectacular, 
Sheriff! Mass of Clackamas county 
and Sherif’ Wood of Multnomah were 
notified by telephone and arrived with 
posses almost simultaneously. Chief 
of Police Reed of Milwaukee had pre- 
ceded them in the chase. « 

As the robber ran, several rolls of 
silver dollars fell from his pockets. 
He made for a dense wood near by 
and, followed by shots from rifies ang 
revolvers of posse men, plunged into 
the wood which was surrounded, and 
sticks of dynamite were hurled into 
the brush in hope of dislodging him. 
Thickets on all sides were searched. 

Perrine, meanwhile, had plunged 
into a pool beneath an old mill whee! 
in the woods. Submerging himself to 
his neck, he held his position and es- 
caped observation until, after two 
hours, the coldness of the water 
forced him to emerge. He was seen 
almost at once and captured, offering 
no resistance. The money, except 
the rolls of silver. which he had lost. 
was taken from his pockets and he 
was lodged in jail at Oregon City. He 
declined to talk, further than to say 
that he was penniless and had to 
have money and so had committed 
the robbery.

SEVERAL SENT TO HOSPITAL BY 


SONORATOWN STABBER. 


Swarthy Mexican Plunges Knife 
Into Wife's Breast and Cuts Two 
Others Who Endeavor to Interfere. 
Holiday Carousal Arouses Jealousy. 
Resembles Soto Case. 


Apparently crazed with drink and 
drugs, Luis Alvarez, 36 yeare old, 
plunged a knife, early yesterday morn- 
ing, into the breast of his common- 
law wife, Mrs. Nicoloza Larosn. Joe 
Navarro, 18-year-old son of the wom- 
an, interposed his body between the 
infuriated man and his victim and 
was stabbed perhaps fataily, the blade 
penetrating his lung. Francisco 
Florez, a friend of the boy, tried to 
wrest away the weapen but was 
stabbed in the right breast. The cut- 


ting affray occurred in the Alvarez 
home at No. 1345 Willow street Ap- 
parently satisfied with his murderous 
work, the Mexican ran from the house 
and has not yet been captured. 
Friends and neighbors, who heard 
the screams of the wounded ones, ran 
t the house and saw the tw> men 
and the woman on the floor bleeding 
profusely. The police ambulance was 
called and the three injured persons 
taken to the Receiving Hospital Na- 
varro was the most seriously wound 
ed, the attending surgeons saying that 
the wound in his shoulder and lung 
probably will prove fatal. The woman 
and Florez will recover. 

In some ways the stabbing re- 
sembled the Juan Soto affray wherein 
theemad slayer of Sonoratown stabbed 
and fatally wounded the Sosca sisters 
and a brother. In this instance, as 
in the former, the police have 4 good 
description of the fugitive and every 
effort is being made to apprehend 
him before he escapes from the city. 
Alvarez ie sald to be about five feet 
9 inches tall and to weigh approxi- 
mately 176 pounds. He is a power- 
ful man, dark and swarthy, and wears 
a black mustache. 

According to the information gath- 
ered by the police after the stabbing, 
Alvarez and a group of [{riends passed 
the afternoon of the Fourth celebrat- 
ing. The guests lingered and it was 
decided to make a night of t. Wine 
and other liquor flowed freely and 
several of the guests as well as the 
host partook of marihuana, a shrub 
of the hemp species with an effect Uke 
opium, with their tobacco and smoked 
it. Quarreling became frequent and 
finally most of those present went 
away. 

After words, sald to have arisen 
over the attentions bestowed by Mrs. 
Larosa on another man, Alvarez be- 
come frenzied and seizing a knife, ac- 
cording to the victims, plunged it in- 
to the women. ‘The stabbing of the 
swoman’s son and the other man 
uuiekly followed. The police believe 
that Alvarez is stin in hiding some- 
where with friends in the city and ex- 
pect to brings about ‘ifs capture.

FIRE PLOT UNCOVERED. 


Hotel at San Diego in Which Three 
Hundred Persons Slept Is Set on 


Wine. 

SAN DIEGO, July 6.—When the 
fire department had extinguished a 
small blaze in a hotel at Sixth and F 
streets early this morning, they dis- 
covered that elaborate preparations 
had been made to burn the bullding, 
in which over 300 persons were sleep- 
ing.

HEAT THE TRANSMITTER. 


— — 

And It Will Dargely Increase the 

Volume of Sound and Clear up the 

Tones on a Long Dine. 

([Philedelphia Inqutrer:] In en- 
perimenting with telephones surpris- 
ing results were obtained by a Danish 
engineer named Petersen by simply 
heating the transmitter. It was found 
that thie tmereased the volume of 
sound very considerably. 

In fact, a transmitter thus heated 

the volume of sound that 
the receiver, laid on the table on the 
other end of the line, delivered the 
speech so plainiy that all at a far 
corner of the big room away from it 
heard every word distingily. Before 
the transmitter was heated this was 

possible. 

Now Prof. Hanover of the Danish 
State experimental! establishment has 
taken up the matter and finds that 
a simple apparatus may Je made for 
heating the microphone transmitter of 
a telephone and thereby enable mes- 
sages to be transmitted by telephone 
a much greater distance than is pos- 
sible under ordinary conditions. 

The reason for this is simple 
enough. The heating of the micro- 
phone tranemitter results in making 
the alr about it rarifed ,and this 
naturally carries .the sound better. 
For telephones extending over high 
and weather-exposed mountain peaks 
and in such places where there is 
difficulty in making the sound carry 
well, this heating can be resorted te

Speaking of sketches — I wonder 
why the painters of Los les 80 
}persistently and consistently neglect 


the possibilities of the summer sands 
at Venice. 

Not merely the beach itself, which 
la occasionally attempted by the 


sketcher in search of a paintable 
bit.“ but the picturesque groups 
upon it. 


At 6:30 p.m. last Sunday I found 
myself on the pier in Venice. The 
pier was crowded, and 1 diglike 
crowds, so I switched to the left, 
picked my way through the park of 
automobiles, found a comfortable seat 
near the edge of the pier, and looked 
at the strip of beach that curves so 
gracefully northward. 

Little groups of people, mostly in 
twos and threes, dotted the dun-gray 
sands, making exquisite spots of color 
exactly as if they had been arranged 
for the picture that delighted my 
eyes. The fading light softened and 
toned down every detall of the wom- 
ens gowns, showing only the chasm 
of their various colors. 

Here sat a girl in dull blue near 
another in mauve. A young man in 
gray Sprawled beside them. A green 
sunshade stuck into the sand, and 
holding a feathered hat made a vivid 
and most beautiful note of contrast. 
Far away a man in dlack lay 
prostrate, with something red (1 
could not tell what) giving accent to 
the picture. In the middle distance 
sat a girl in a gorgeous cerise picture 
hat with flowing plumes; she herself 
was ciad in white. Other equally 
picturesque figures and groups were 
everywhere, against the perfect back- 
ground of the sands. It was all very 
simple, very effective, as if laid in 
with big sweeps of a brush. 

Closer to the sea the waves were 
wetting the sand till it showed a wide 
band of Italian pink with hints of 
On this two or three small 
children ran and screamed. One was 
in red and blue, another in blue and 
white, and several little girls were in 
sheer white that was positively lumin- 
ous in the late afternoon light. I sat 
and gazed and marveled, and wished 
that Whistler might be with me to 
see it. What a picture he would 
have made of K all! Indeed; I de- 
cided to unearth my neglected color 
box the next day and paint it myself. 
(This I did not do, of course.) 

Then, as the light faded more and 
more, and the people grew biurred 
and indistinct, I looked toward the 
sea itself, which had turned to that 
wonderful green once upon, a time 
used as a writing fluid.

Wood Engraving for Color. 
Among the makers of modern color 
prints — Great Britain today not the 
least interesting is that group of 
artists who have selecte the engraved 
wood block as a medium for pictorial 
expression in color. 
The charm of the Japanese color 
print was bound s%oner or later to 
inspire European artisis to adopt its 
methods for the utterance of their 
own ideals of decorative design. But 
the Japanese artist wos never the ac- 
tual engraver or printer of his de- 
sign, whereas the English artist is 
the sole producer of his color prints; 
he makes his design, he engraves it on 
as many blocks as he requires for the 
colors, and these he ſoks and prints 
with his own hands. Each print., 
therefore, is to all intents and pur- 
poses an individual work of art; and 
this wholeness, this unity of work, it 
is that invests with so much artistic 
interest and importance the modern 
movement in engraving for color. 
A particularly interesting fact about 
the artists employing wood blocks is 
that, while the technique of the Japa- 
nese cutters has undoubtedly formed 
the basie and example of most of the 
English practice, it is adopted by no 
means exclusively; in fact, each artist 
handles the wood with the crafteman- 
ship he finds best sulted to his own 
manner of design. 
Let us describe briefly the proced- 
ure which these artists have borrowed 
from the Japanese. First, the design

Will T. Quin-|Chinese ink, onto Indiana mill paper, 
lan shows himself to be an excellent 


za thin tough paper, much resembling 
that on which bank notes are printed, 
| only rather more transparent. Then 
with starch paste the design is stuck 
face downward onto the block, which 
is usually either cherry or pear wood, 
and sometimes sycamore. When the 
paper is dry it is sunid-papered ayay 
until the lines are quite visible on the 
wood, sweet oil helping to define 
them. The artist next cuts around all 
the line with a little pointed Japanese 
knife, and clears away the interven- 
ing spaces of wood with any toole— 
chisels or gouges—of convenient sizes. 

That completes the outline block, 
but rectangular register marks have 
to be cut upon it, an-eighth of an 
inch deep, to ensure the exact print- 
ing of the color blocks. These have 
next to be cut, and the colors—the 
powders mixed with rice paste and 
water—are applied with flat brushes 
of Siberian bear. The actual printing 
is done, not with the roller press, but 
by hand-rubbing, the damp paper de- 
ing necessarily absorbent and previ- 
ously sized. Parchment size is recom- 
mended.—[International Studio.

Instead of 
the trivial thing at the lunch hour in 
the day, or any person, make the 
comedy an actual part of the plot. in- 
stead of as in the plays of yesterday 
and today, where the hero was a hero 
without relaxation from 8:14 to 11 
p.m., not forgetting the matinee. 
MUST DEPICT LIFE. 

The great play of tomorrow must 
depict life—real human existence as 
it is, and when the dramatist comes 
along who can take a slice of life and 
deftly transplant it to the stage, the- 
atricalism will be left behind and 
stage tricks will be forgotten. 

This has been approached recently 
in “The Easiest Way,“ and in “Kind- 
ling,” but both plays possessed an 
abundance of the théatrical, which 
overshadoyed their resemblance to 
real life in no small degree. 

When I say the big play of tomor- 
row will depict real, everyday life, I 
will not attempt to pick the plot, fore- 
tell the theme, or say what particular 
phase of life it will reveal to us, but 
I tmagine it will concern the question 
of sex and revolve about the greatest, 
but most mysterious and least un- 
derstood of all human emotions— 
love—ahd deal djrectly with a more 
complete understanding between man 
and woman. 

And the playwright who finally does 
give us such a great play will handle 
his theme, whether it be that of love 
the sex problem—or some other, in an 
absolutely frank and candid manner, 
for the people of today are rapidly 
coming to squarely face their prob- 
lems of life rather than to know they 
exist, but possess too much false mod- 
esty and lack of courage to uncover 
and solve them. 

The great trouble with a vast ma- 
jority ot the people of the present 
day is they are constantly striving 
to make every one else believe they 
are something they are not and never 
will be—they spend all too much of 
their time “kidding themselves 0 
drop into slang—but as the world be- 
comes educated, and it rapidly is, this 
tendency is fast disappearing. “

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Fate Often Decided Vocation of 
Intrumental as Well as Vocal Art- 
iste—Joseph Hofmann Engaged for 
Next Season—lL yric Club New Offi. 
cers—People’s Orchestra Concerts.

Forty years ago there was in 
New York the Philharmonic Or- 
chestra, led by Theodore Thomas. 

Leopold Damrosch, father or Wal- 
ter and Frank Damrosch, was then 
thinking of undertaking the forma- 
tion of the Oratorio and Symphony 


societies. Outside of the successful 
enterprise of Col. Mapleson in 
presenting grand opera in the old 


Academy of Music, there existed prac- 
tically no musical club or society, and 


only one grand opera company in the 
United States. 

Concerts in Philadelphia and New 
York were largely due to the enter- 
prise of piano manufaeturers who im- 
ported foreign artists each winter, 
who appeared in Boston under the 
auspices of two young rivals, the Han- 
del and the Haydn societies. 

West of New York, both for opera 
and recitals, every city had to depend 
on the good will of the Eastern man- 
agers, who for many years played 
Boston for two weeks only each sea- 
son. 

Popular music was represented by 
brass bands. 

Gilmore’ with his great military 
band was acclaimed throughout the 


Middle West. Bands from Paris, 
Berlin and Vienna were imported 
and were very successful. 


In less than twenty years all this 
has been changed. 

No less than five grand opera com- 
panies will enter the field this 
autumn and it is probable that they 
will be very successful, both from 
a financial and an artistic point of 
view. 

Every city of the fifth class has a 
musieal club, every one of the second 
and first a symphony society. Most 
of the great cosmopolitan centers 
have each from ten to eighty musical 
clubs or societies. 

The musical activities of the present 
season have been in keeping with 
preceding years, increasing with 
each year. 

The importance of the sums spent 
for music in all its forms, these last 
twelve months, is almost incredible. 
It exceeds the vast sums paid for 
postal service or for the army and 
navy of the United States. 

From the highest authority in these 
matters we discover with no little sur- 
prise that we spend about $600,000,- 
000 yearly for melody. 

John C. Freund, editor of Musical 
America and the Music Trades, the 
recognized expert, who has for years 
collected his data and who presented 
them to the National Convention of 
Music Teachers’ at Saratoga last 
week, created a sensation when he 
presented for the first time, our na- 
tional bill of expense for music, ex- 
clusive of musical comedies.

Fate seems to Have chosen many 


a musician's vocation, often ageinst 
his own choice and preference. 
Sembrich, who was known as & 
good pianist, but much preferred the 
violin, finally acquired great renown 
as a vocalist. Harold Bauer, the Lit- 
tle German-Englich pianist, made 
his public debut as a violinist. It ie 
doubtful that any artist, who in re. 
cept years has so established himeetw 
I ublte favor. ever entered his pro- 
fession tn such a wholly incidental 
manner. Every member of thx 
Bauer family was musical, each play- 
ing one instrument. The piano, to 
use Bauer's own expression, he 
“picked up“ with little effort but de- 
termined to concentrate on the vol- 
lin. His early career as a boy prod- 
igy tn England convinced him fur 
ther that appearances on the Car--- 
nent were all that was needed to 
make him one of the favorites of the 
musical world. Fate decreed other- 
wise in this instance as in many oth- 
ers. Well supplied with enthusiasm 
but with searcely 800 francs, he left 
England in 1892 for Paris in search 
of engacements. Untiring effort 
failed to bring these, until he finally 
resigned himself for a season of 
teaching. A letter to Strakosch, the 
French impresetio, brought him in 
touch later with the famous Polish 
pianist Paderewski. During that 
summer he spent his time playing 
piano concertos in private for the 
latter's practice. Finally Strakosch 
sent for him offering a tour with 
Mile. Nikita as piano accompanist. 
Remonstrance on the part of Bauer 
was overcome by the reminder on the 
part of the impresario that the pe- 
cunlary advantage was great. Five 
months later he returned to Parts 
with a little sum saved, still deter- 
mined to look for violin recital en- 
gagements, Through Strakosch again 
he was sent to Lamoureux, conductor 
of the orchestra. Paderewsk!i having 
told Lamoureux that Bauer played 
the plano he was engaged to per- 
form. Much to the surprise of the 
little artist he was engaged promptly 
as piano sololst with this great or- 
chestra. The engagement was filled 


ing as a matter of course. 

The most important engagement 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra has 
made for the coming season is that 
of a first harpist who will succeed 
Heinrich Schuecker, whose tragic 
death last spring deprived the or- 
chestra of one of ita most valued 
members. The new artist is Alfred 
Holy of Vienna. Holy is generally 
regarded as the foremost harpist of 
Europe. For the past several years 
he has been first harpist in the Im- 
perial Opera of Vienna and in the 
Vienna Philharmonie. Curiously 
enough, it was Dr. Muck who dis- 
covered him. When Dr. Muck was 
first conductor of the German Opera 
in Prague, on the eve of an impor- 
tant production of a Wagner opera 
his first harpist was taken ill and 
not having time to send to Vienna 
for one it seemed as if the perform- 
ance would have to be postponed. 
One of his friends, an officer in one 
of the Bohemian regiments stationed 
there, told htm that there was «4 
young man serving in the band of the 
regiment who was a very good harp- 
ist. Dr. Muck had the young man, 
who. was Holy, come to him and play 
for him and was so impressed with 
his remarkable talent that he en- 
gaged him on the spot. When Dr, 
Muck went to Berlin he took Holy 
with him where the latter stayed for 
several years until Gustav Mahler 
went to Vienna. Mahler made Holy 
an unprecedented offer to go to the 
Vienna Opera with him and there the 
distinguished harpist has since been. 


Josef Hofmann. 
Among the pianists who have made 
international reputations for them- 


selves and managed to hold them in 
face of growing, keen competition, 
Josef Hofmann its probably the best 
example. Coming to this country as 
a child prodigy, he enjoyed a tour 
which many mature artists might 
have envied. His people recognizing 
the danger of proleaged “child prod- 
icy” exploitation showed the good 
ſudgment of taking him home then 
and forcing his continuance in musi- 
val studies without public appear- 
ances for several years. Then came 
the second tour which proved an even 
wreater triumph than the first, for 
when in those days had prodigies de- 
veloped into mature artists before re- 
turning? As a performer, Hofmann 
is the delight of every musician; pos- 
sessor of a phenomenal technique, he 
is never mechanical, but leaning more 
to the poetical interpretation; schol- 
arly, but never pedantic, his authori- 
tative renderings of the masterpieces 
of the piano remain in the minds of 
every listener. His return to America 
this season is being hailed with de- 
light everywhere. He has not been 
on the Pacific Coast for nearly three 
years, so will be doubly welcome 
here.

SAY GAMBLING 
IS KILLING GOLF. 


Spread of Betting Craze Is 
Worrying England. 


Plan to Drive Tunnel Under 
Channel Revived. 


Emigration to the Colonies 
| Shows Falling Of. 


(BY CABLE AND A. P. TO THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, July 5.—The spread of 
gambling among the English people, 
both men and women, is causing seri- 
ous and growing concern. No meas- 
ures yet have been devised to stop 
the habit, which rapidly is becoming 
more and more of a menace. On all 
big races practically everybody, from 
the newsboy on the street to the peer 


Im his motor, has something on his 
| favorite horse, and even on the every- 

dan race an immense amount in the 
|| aggregate is wagered. Latterly it has 
been disclosed that women working in 
offices and restaurants in the city 
have become as inveterate gamblers 
as the men and boys. Nowadays both 
men and women, during the after- 
noon hours, are distracted from their 
work by their anxiety over the results 
of the races, and employers complain 
in vain. 

The House of Commons, with a 
view cf curbing this increase in the 
betting habit, passed a law prohibit~ 
ing commission agents m accept- 
ing money on a bet, but this was 
easily evaded by the agents carrying 
wagers on a credit system, settling 
once a week. As the system works 
today any boy with a shilling to bet 
on a horse can gq to almost any news- 
paper seller and get his money down. 
Another measure to overcome this 
condition Was met by opposition from 
the workingman, who claimed for 
himself the same privileges and op- 
portunities accorded his wealthy 
neighbor, Who can wager as freely as 
he likes by either going to the track 
or telephoning his commission agent. 

The complaint is made also that 
gambling is spolling golf. At most of 
the big clubs today members will not 
"| play unless assured of a good side bet 
on the result. It started with half a 
dollar a round, but at some clubs 
a game is seldom played for leas than 
$25, $50 or even $100 a round. The 
professional, too, who gets his fee for 
taking a novice around, now wants a 
wager on the result. Even if he gives 
the novice all he deserves, the profes- 
sional generally can win. 


TUNNEL UNDER CHANNEL. 


The proposal to drive a tunnel un- 
der the Englien Channel between 
England and France, which for years 
was opposed by military men on the 
ground that it would destroy the isola- 
tion of England, is now being taken 
up seriously with a better chance of 
going through than ever hefore. 

The advance in flying made in re- 
cent years has already virtually taken 
away the advantage of isolation, but 
even more than this, the good rela- 
tions now existing between England 
and France have overcome the oppo- 
sition to the scheme. The government 
is being urged to take the matter up 
seriously; people who crass the chan- 
nel ‘frequently, favor the plan and the 
railways, who have to keep up costly 
steamers for the channel service, are 
not opposed to the tunnel idea, for 
they know that with the abolition of 
the much-dreaded channel crossing by 
sea, passenger traffic would increase 
immensely.

French Pretender Sidesteps 


Wife's Divorce Suit.

PARIS, July 5.—The* pretender to 
the throne of France, Prince Philippe 
of Orleans, against whom his wife ts 
bringing an action in the Brussels 
Court, has started on a pleasure trip 
around the world, leaving his lawyerg. 
to take care of his interests. The trial 


in Belgium is expected to provide 
many sidelights on the private life of

The Duke declares the Duchess has

The Duke de- 
clares three of his confidential men 
were entrusted with the delicate mis- 
sion of evading various bands of in- 
ternati 1] thieves and restoring the 
jewels to their owner. The journey 
was surrounded with the wtmost 
secrecy. Special trains were chartered 
for the oecasion and carried the 
Duke's three men, traveling as 
notabilities. They guarded night and 
day an enormous box filled with dia- 
monds, pearls and other precious 
stones, and finally made delivery to 
the Duke's wife, 

The Duke of Orleans, grandson of 
Louis Philippe of France, is now 
forty-four years old. He has led an 
adventurous existence, finding oppor- 
tunities for his love of excitement in 
the capitals of Europe, on a trip to 
the afitarctic regions, and even in 
France itself. Disregarding a decree 
of banishment against him, the Duke 
once succeeded in re-entering France 
and getting himself enrolled in the 
French army. The French Republican 
government, however, did not appre- 
clate the Dukes patriotism and 
feared the popularity for the royalist 
cause which might result from this 
exhibition of lt. As soon as the facts 
were known the government. had 
Philippe arrested and sent him to the 


| prison of Clairvaux. The Duke was 


not treated as. harshly as other 
prisoners, and the republic seemed 
willing to do all it could to make 
willing to do all it could to make his 
stay in jail pleasant. The government. 
event sent a well known singer to 
Clairvaux to entertain the Duke. The 
Duke was pleased at. this delicate at- 
tention on the part of the republic 
and invited his songstress to ing to 
him again. After this the intervals 
between the singer's visite became of 
shorter and shorter duration, until 
finally the couple escaped and eloped 
to Ostend. 

The estrangement between the 
Duke and Duchess of Orleans dates 
back to about 1906, and had for one 
of its causes the friendship of the 
Duke for a young Parisian girl, with 
whom Philippe became acquainted 
about that time. It was the Duke's 
custom, when away on one of his 
numerous voyages, to correspond with 
this young woman by cypher tele- 
grams. The exchange of this senti- 
mental correspondence, of which the 
French government was fully informed 
by its political police, was a source for 
several months of much amusement 
to certain French officials, for all the 
Duke’s messages were opened and 
translated before being delivered. 

The Duchess of Orleans, before her 
marriage in 1896, was Archduchess 
Marie Dorothea Amelia of Austria. 
She is a daughter of Archduke Joseph, 
who ts a cousin of the present Em- 
peror of Austria, Francis Joseph. 

FACTS ON TUBERCULOSIS. 


The general belief that tuberculosis 
is hereditary is declared to be erro- 
neous by Dr. Calmette, director of 
the Lille Pasteur Institute. The doc- 
tor has submitted statistics to the Pa- 
ris Faculty of Sciences, compiled from 
the examination of 4000 subjects, 
which he believes prove conclusively 
that the real cause of tuberculosis is 
infection, and continued reinfection, 
coming after birth. 

Of all the children less than one 
year of age which Dr. Calmette er- 
amined, only 9 per cent. were found 
to be contaminated with tuberculosis. 
After that age the percentage in- 
creased rapidly. Between 1 and 2 
years of age 22 per cent. of the sub. 
jects proved contaminated; between 
2 and 5, 63 per cent.; between 5 and 
15, 90 per cent.; and 91 per cent to 
97 per cent. over 15 years of age. 

The reason tuberculosis is more 
prevalent in cities, says Dr. Calmette, 
ie because the danger of repeated re- 
infection is gpeater. He estimates that 
91 per cent. of the inhabitants of Pa- 
ris carry tuberculosig bacilli in their 
blood, and although they cannot really 
be called consumptive, yet these peo- 
ple are all capable of spreading in- 
fection. 

TO EXPLORE BORNEO. 


Dr. Carl Lumholtz, well known in 
America on account of his studies 
among the Mexican Indians, ts equip- 
ping an expedition-to explore the un- 
known interior of Dutch New Guinea. 

With seventy or eighty Dvyaks from 
Borneo to act as carriers, the expedi- 
tion will start its travels in New 
Guinea next December. The party will 
follow the Diogel River into the in- 
terior as far as it is navigable, and 
at the head of navigation will estab- 
lish a base of supplies. Dr. Lumholts* 
is counting on his Dyaks rendering 
valuable service. They will build ca- 
noes for the river journey, and when 
the point is reached where even ca- 
noes cannot proceed further they will 
be used to clear a path through the 
dense forest. In the highlands of the 
interior Dr. Lumholts expects to find 
savage tribes which have never even 
seen a white man. He belleves this re- 
gion to be rich in rare animals and 
gorgeous unknown birds, among the 
latter being a new variety of the bird 
of paradise. A botanist and geologist 
will be attached to the expedition.

— (Exclusive Dis- 
patch] The Department of Agri- 
culture, acting on the complaint of 
Dr. W. C. Woodward, Health Officer 
of the District of Columbia, and the 
health officers of other States, has, 
found by careful analysis that a great 
deal of table celery which came to 
market during the last season con- 


tained slight amounts of copper in 
the form of dried Bordeaux mixture 
(lime and copper sulphate, which 
farmers have to use to spray celery 
plants te prevent the destruction of 
the light. Celery not sprayed 
with rdeaux mixture during its 
growth, according to the government 
specialists, is liable to reach the mar- 
ket in a state of partial decay. 

The use of salts of copper in food 
products was decided by the referee 
board to be deleterious to health. 
Under food inspection decisions Nos. 
148 and 149, the importation of 
canned fruits and canned vegetables 
reened with copper has been stopped, 
his is parallel to the laws of France, 
where the use of copper vessels is 
forbidden in packing food products. 

PROOF IS OBTAINED. 


The proof of the presence of cop- 
per in raw celery was obtained by 
analysis of samples of celery offered 
for sale in the markets of the D- 
trict of Columbia and other cities. 
Analysis of four different samples ef 
celery showed that before washing 
the edible part of the outside stalks 
contained from 9.1 to 29.2 parts of 
copper per millien, or less than one- 
sixteenth to one-half grain of cop- 
per per two and one-fourth pounds of 
celery. The copper in the inside or 
heart of stalks was much smaller in 
amount, and ranged from 3.3 to 10.3 
parts per million. In the leaves of 
the celery, however, which are the 
parts of the plant especially sprayed 
with Bordeaux mixture, there were 
found from 157.6 to 288.4 parts of 
copper per million parts. The chem 
ists fougd that most of the copper 
in the inner and outer stalks disap- 
peared on washing. After washing 
by hand or with a brush there was 
only from 3.8 to $ parts per million 
in the outside stalks, and from 1.4 
to 3 parts per million in the inside 
These quantities are 
infinitesimal, and mean that a per-

No less a mission than 8a 
restoring the union by the 
sinews of war, by buying the govern- 
ment's bonds and thus creating a de- 
mand for them abroad, was the 
primal and most patriotic service en- 
joined upon them and :ost gloriously 
did they execute the trust. ' 

Those were dark days back in 1863. 
All gold coin had been hid away, the 
banks of the country were issuing 
notes under the different States, dir- 
ferent laws, much of this currency 
not worth the paper it was printed 
upon; the government issting bonds 
bearing 7 3-10 per cent., but unable 
to find purchasers for them. England 
sympathizing with the South, how 
Was the government, now apparently 
i its death throe, to establish its 
credit, at home and abroad, to en- 
able it to raise mioney to provide for 
the expenses of nearly 500,000 men 
in the fleld and accompanying vast 
war expenses. 

Millions of dollars were subscribed 
by the banks for these bonds, and 
immediately London, Paris, Berlin 
and other foreign cities wanted them, 
the government took advantage of 
the situation and redeemed the 7 3-19 
per cent. bonds with e per cents, 
then redeemed the 6 per cents. with 
5 per cents, then the 5 per cents. 
with 41-2 per cents, the 41-2 per 
cents. with 3 per cents, and finally 
the 3 per cents with 2 per cents. 
which are at par, while English 8 per 
cents are sold at a discount. It is 
plain to any student of economy that 
the national banks were a powerful 
factor in saving the Union, and are 
the sole cause of our high ¢redit to- 


| day, and were the natlopal banks de- 


stroyed our government bonds would 
fall way bélow par at once. 

The second great mission of the 
banks was tw furnish the 
country with a uniform stable cur- 
rency superior to the notes of the gov- 
ernment itself, for whiie the latter ts 
only a promise to pay, the natiorai 
banks put up a $100 bond to secure 
$90 of thelr notes. Nothing could bo 
more secure, no man has ever lost 
one dollar on national bank notes 
though through panic or stress of 
circumstances the bank may have 
failed. 

The third great missicn of the na 
tional banks was to give the country 
a wise, conservative, well-regulated 
banking system in place of the wild- 
cat system that precéded it. 

The national banks have been em- 
nently successful in all three of these 
missions, and are today doing better 
service than ever before in a busi- 
ness way, while their profits on cir- 
culation which originally was large, 
is now practically eliminated, because 
of the low rate of interest on* gov- 
ernment bonds. 

The national bank act was ths wie- 
est businees legislation ever eancted 
by Congress and it should not be 
greatly changed. An cmendment per- 
mitting the banks to deposit 60 per 
cent. in government bunds to secure 
circulation, and 60 per cent. in State, 
county, school and municipal bonds, 
would give sufficient profit in ciccu- 
lation to cause the gieater portion 
of the banks to take out currency to 
the full amount of their capital, 
which would increase our national 
bank circulation from $° 50,000,000 to 
$1,950,000,000. This increase of 
1300,00, % of the best currency on 
earth would greatly stimulate busi- 
ness, would add to ths profits of the 
bank and the amendment would 40 
for our State, county, school and 


municipal bonds what the national 
bank act did for our government 
bonds fifty years ago. 
Hold fast to that which is good.”

> Bome idea of the outlook for busi- 

ness at the port can be gained by 

the apparently conflicting opinions of 

the men who will help to bring the 


business here and those who must 
take care of it when it comes. Rep- 
resentatives of big steamship com- 
panies who hgve been working for 
two years to prepare for the changed 
conditions when the canal is com- 
pleted, and who are in a position to 
know what kind of business is sched- 
uled for the port of Los Angeles, say 
the increase will be tremendous and 
they fear the facilities will be in- 
adequate to cope with the magnitude 
of the new commerce. 

Harbor Commissioner Woodman 
says he realizes that the opening of 
the canal and the natural growth of 
Los Angeles as a trade center will 
increase the hurbor traffic hundreds 
of per cent., but he emphatically as- 
gerts that Los Angeles will be ready 
for every ton of freight and every 


No harbor in the world can be en- 
tered more easily. There is no bar at 
its entrance. A vessel can dock under 


its own steam in half an hour from 
the time it leaves the open sea. This 
port is nearer the greater part of the 
Middle West and inter-mountain re- 
gion than any other Pacific port. 
Travel and commerce coming through 
the canal can save the 413-mile run 
to San Francisco by stopping here.

GOLDFIELD (Nev.) July 4.—The 
final report of operations of the Gold- 
field Consolidated Mines Compan 
tor me month of May has been pre- 
pared by General Manager Albert 
Burch and submitted’ to President 
} Wingfield and other directors. The 
production as shown by the report is 
approximately as indicated by pre- 
liminary estimates tesued early in 
June. The mines of the company 
yielded during the month 31,047 tons 
of ore, of which a portion was 
shipped to the smelters for treatment. 
The greater part, however, was treat- 
ed in the company’s 100-stamp mill 
at this camp. 

Net profits for the month were 
$219,445.03. Under the present sys- 
tem of compiling the monthly reports 
the Consolidated Mines Company is 
credited with its direct production, 
consisting chiefly of what is shipped 
to the smelters, and the Consolidate: 
Milling and Transportation Company 
receives credit fot the bullion it puts 
out. The latter company is a sepa- 
rate corporation, but its entire ec: pital 
stock is owned by the Consolidated 
Mines Company. 

The final report of the Nevada Hills 
Mining Company for May, just 16 
sued, shows that the company is now 
in a prosperous condition and that 
its operations are conducted upon « 
profitable basis, indicating that it will 
not be long until it is enabled to enter 
the list of Aividend-paying concerns. 
Further payments have been made on 
the company's indebtedness, which 
was entailed in order to equip the 
property with a mill and complete 
mining plant. The. company now owes 
only $30,000 of the original half-mil- 
non dollars. . 

Since the new water system was 
Installed the tonnage treated in the 
mill has been largely increased. The 
plant handles about 140 tons a day. 
In May 4260 tons were treated, but 
the average talue of the product was 
lower than the preceding menth and 
net profite were $18,057.44. There is 
every indication that the company’s 
earnings will be materially tncreased 
in the near future and at the present 
time the results are said to be highly 
satisfactory. 

After an interruption resulting 
from the electric transformers being 
struck by lightning and put out of 
commission, the Bonnie Clare mill ts 
again dropping ten stamps on ore 
from the Poleverde mine of the Jum- 
bo Extension. By the et of next 
week the remaining ten stamps will 
be grinding ore from the Florence 
Goldfield. Improvements have been 
made in the mill that will result in 
effecting an improved recovery of the 
metallle content of the ore. The Jum- 
bo Extension will in future treat an 
average of about fifty tons daily, 
while the department that has been 
taken over by the Florence will dis- 
pose of forty-five tons a day.

FIND MERGER 
ATTRACTIVE. 


Traders Take Fresh Stock on 
Developments. 


Ore in Sand Gass Proves 
Week's Feature. 


Extension Property Makes 
Betier Showing.

TONOPAH (Nev.) July 3.—With 
reports of pay ore in the Sand Grass 
claim of the Tonopah Mining Com- 
pany and an improvement in the ore 
at the bottom of the shaft in the Mer- 
ger, traders had a chance to advance 
their interests by taking on fresh lots 
of the latter stock which has been a 
poor bet the last few weeks, for the 
deal plufgers had begun to lose con- 
fidence in the property making good 
after over a year of patient waiting. 
Neither company would affirm nor 
deny the statement nor satisfy inqutr- 
ers as to the exact nature of their 
find, so it is believed that it does not 


amount to much as a world-beating 
disclosure. 

The discovery of ore on the Sand 
Grass would imply the existence of a 
real and substantial ledge in the Mer- 
ger, as development of the Sand Grass 
has been directly due to the opening 
of ore in that mine. In fact the rela- 
tion of the two properties is so close 
that it was deemed advisable last 
fall to issue a statement that in event 
of ore being found in the Sand Grass 
thére would not be any litigation to 
claim extra lateral rights by apexing 
the Merger. 

When it was known that the Tono- 
pah Mining Company had decided to 
explore this territory, which had been‘ 
abandoned as worthless, it was con- 
cluded that the underground Show- 
ings of the Merger Were sufficient to 
justify the risk of expending consid- 
erable money on the Sand Grass 
Since then the latter has been under- 
going systematic development but 
the reports have not shown any en- 
couragement. If the ore has been 
found In pay quantities the company 
will declare the fact after it is es- 
tablished but not before, as the Phil- 
adelphia crowd is never premature in 
publishing optimistic news.

Preparations fer immediate ship- 
ment of ore from the. Halifax mine 
are now nearing completion. A tem- 
porary ore bin has been built at the 
mine with a capacity of fifty tons 
pending the construction of larger ore 
Mus on the gallows frame from which 
the ore will be dumped directly into 
the cars. For the present a Pierce- 
Arrow truck will be used to haul the 
rock in five-ton lote to the West End 
mill. The final disposition of the ore, 
however, remains to be settled. 

The capacity of the West End mill 
is increased for the purpose of han- 
Alling an additional quantity of ore. It 
is believed that the management will 
not sacfifice the earning capacity of 
the mill for the sake of reducing Hal- 
ifax ore, Which is more likely to be 
sent down to the old Belmont mill at 
Millers for treatment. By this means 
an outlet for another 500 tons weekly 
would be furnished and the general 
| welfare of the camp would be better 
served than -by attempting to make 
one small mill serve two large mines. 

The main ore-shoot has been 
proved for a length of eighty-five feet, 
from five to six feet wide, and aver- 
ages from $22 to $28 a ton, with good 
streaks of high grade through it at 
intervals.

Sawmilis in that part of the coun- 
try are now saving sawdust for 
sale and shipment to the works of the 
Lake Superior Iron & Chemica! Com- 
pany at Newberry, where it is treated 
in tue retorts .. its valuable con- 
stituents extracted. 

There is hardly a sawmill in the 
upper peninusia that has utilized its 
sawdust in any manner, and it is es- 
timated that the waste on this ac- 
count during the many years that 
lumber manufacture has been carried 
on amounts to many hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 

Billions of Tin Cans. 

[New York Sun: The Americar 
Can Company made last year 2,000, 
000,000 common tin cans and several 
million cans not classed as common.“ 
A new use for the smaller cans has 
been found by the savage tribes of 
Africa. who make earrings of them.

If the 2,000,000,000 common cans 


that the company made last year 
were laid end to end they would reach 
around the world six times. Filled 
with the foodstuffs they usually con- 
tain and sold with their contents for 
10 cents apiece, they would bring 
$20,000,000. 

There is scarcely anything made of 
tin that the company does not manu- 
facture. It produces more than 42,000 
differents kinds of articles. In the 
United States the production of tin 
cans has increased 200 per cent. in 
the last ten years. 

Manganese Ore. 

[Christian Science Monitor:] The 
United States Geological Survey has 
published, as bulletin 427, a report 
on the manganese deposits of the 
United States, by E. C. Harder. The 
bulletin contains accounts of the 
geology and chemistry of the ores, the 
methods of mining, the uses of the 
metal, and the nature and extent of 
the industries to which it gives origin. 

Manganese ores are found in many 
parts of the United States, but at only 
a few places do they occur in sufficient 
quantity to be of high commercial 
value. 

Most of the manganese ore con- 
sumed in this country is imported 
from Brazil, India and Cuba, Smaller 


amounts being obtained from Russia, 
Germany, Great Britain, Belgium, 
Japan, the East Indies and other 
countries. It is used largely in the 
manufacture of iron-manganese al- 
loys, and these, together with the im- 
ported alloys, are consumed in steel 
manufacture. A considerable quan- 
tity of high-grade foreign ore is used 
in the manufacture of dry cells for 
electric batteries. 

Most of the domestic manganese 
ore, with perhaps a small portion of 
the imported ore, is used in the 
manufacture of brick and pottery as 
a coloring material, or for other chem- 
ical purposes, 


Money in Liquid Air. 

[Topeka State Journal:] There is 
one widely-known department at the 
Kansas State University which, instead 
of being an expense to the State, is 
a source of constant profit. This is 
the little room where Prof. Cady takes 
the Kansas ozone and squeezes it so 
hard that it sheds tears. 

While liquid air has not become a 
commercial product, there is a great 
demand for it for experiments and 
demonstrations, and orders for liquid 
alr are received by the university 
from all parts of the United States.

Closed in this manner the liquid 
air may be shipped a thousand miles.

Toll the Farmer Pays. 


[Portland Spectator:] Nearly two 
months ago a strike, which has been 
attended by violence and a boycott, 
which has been of no affect what- 
ever, were declared against the Home 
Telephone Company. That the pub- 
lic may understand the position of 
the parties to this strike and boycott. 
The Spectator prints herewith state- 
ments from the representatives of 
the employees and employer. C. W. 
Palmer, business representative of 
electrical workers, says: 

“There is a strike against the Home 
Company, and it will continue until 
the company recognizes the union. 
After we made an agreement with 
the Pacific Telephone Company, we 
turned our attention to the Home. 
They turned us down cold. We put 
the matter up to the Central Labor 
Council and the electrical workers of 
the Coast. They advised us to pull 
the job. Not over 15 men walked 
out when the strike was called, and 
of these six or eight were union men. 
The strike was declared May 1. We 
look for a satisfactory settlement. We 
do not believe the telephone company 
will hold out We are sure the strike 
is hurting it. We want the wage scale 
of $4 a day and recognition of the 
union. The company has been paying 
$2.50 to $4 a day. We have had 
some banners made. We have spoken 
to workers for the company on their 
way to work asking them to come 
into the union. We haven't tried any 
violent methods.” 

“None of the parties who have 
made demands on this company is 
now or ever was in our employ, nor 
is any of them able to show that he 
does now or ever did represent any 
of our employees. Eighty-five per 
cent. of the men working for the 
company have signed a statement de- 
claring that they are perfectly sat- 
ised with the hours of work, the 
conditions and the wages. There is 
no strike so far as the company or 
the men who work for it are con- 
cerned. Perhaps ten men left us and 
of these two or three were union men. 
We hadn't had more than that num- 
ber of union men working for us be- 
fore. All the trouble is being made 
by outsiders. We were and are ret- 
ting along well and I repeat that the 
men are satisfied. Outsiders are 
making all the trouble. It hasn't at- 
fected us more than in the most in- 
cidental way. 

“We think we have a right to pay 
them what they are worth to us, and 
not pay an ordinary worker the wages 
of an expert and skilled worker. We 


have been liberal with salaries.» We ; 


have treated the men well. They 
have shown appreciation by staying 
with us. The trouble-makers, how‘ 
ever, have been using the coward's 
methods, cutting up cables, endeav- 
oring to precipitate riots, * placing 
pickets about our premists to intimi- 
date the men, carrying banners and 
so forth. 


“This company employs and will 
continue to employ, both univa and 
non-union men and women ſust as 
long as bo*h classes exist, o«cause it 
is chartered by a vote of all the peo 
ple to serve all the people.” 

The vital question here seems to be 
recognition of the union; the elec- 
trical workers demand that the Home 
Company shall not give employment 
to any man who is not a union mem- 
ber; they also Insist that all present 
employees of the company must be 
discharged. The Home Telephone 
Company very truly says that as it 
received its charter from all the peo- 
ple of Portiand, not over 12 per cent. 
of whom are union members, and is 
seeking business from all classes of 
citizens, it cannot discriminate for or 
against any clase. 

The position of the company is 
neither unjust nor despotic; indeed, it 
seems based on sound principles of 
justice and business. It does not re- 
fuse Work to any man because he is 
a unionist; the union has declared 
the strike and boycott would have 
the company deny to everybody who 
is not a unionist the right to earn a 
living.

Ever since the strikers received only a beggarly sum out of the large 
proceeds of the show which Idaho Haywood induced them to give in Madison 
Square Garden, New York, they have become more and more convinced that 
they were employed for personal gain bythe men who prevailed upon them 
to leave their work and then incited them to defiange of the law. 

It is estimated that the proceeds of the show were something like $10,000, 
and that the expenses were not more than $3000, so that there should have 
been $7000, more or less, for the fund for the assistance or maintenance of 
the strikers. 

Instead, the sum turned over to them was only between $300 and $400—only 
about 5 per cent. of the show's profits. All efforts to secure from Idaho Haywood 
and his gang a statement showing what became of the receipts have been 
futile. Two weeks ago or more, Haywood promised that “as soon as the 
receipts were audited,” the money would be distributed. Of course, there 
Was no “auditing” necessary as far as the receipts were concerned. It was 
necessary only to count them. And it is pointed out that there were no bills 
to be audited for the reason that all expenses had to be paid in advance be- 
cause the credit of the I. W. W. was not good. 

So there was only the simple process of deducting expenses from gross 
receipts needed (and the turning over of the money) 1 man Re net ge0- 
ceeds of about $7000 available for the use of the strikers. 

By this time the strikers have a pretty well settled conviction as to 
where the money went which should have gone to them. They see that they 
have been deceived by men who professed to be their friends. Gradually they 
are returning to work. For some (silk dyers, for instance) there is no em- 
ployment because other workers (about 1500) who are required for operation 
of the milis have left the city. In the early stages of the strike one of the 
LW. W. leaders sald: “This fight is the Ute or death of the I. W. W. in the 
United States.” 

Seeing that it would be the death Haywood and his gang evidently de- 
cided to make the funeral profitable to themselves. 

Henceforth they should be dealt with as outlaws wherever in the United 
States they may make their appearance for the purpose of attempting to 
make trouble—Cincinnati just now, for instance.

WHAT IS SABOTAGE? 


[EDITORIAL] 


HE word “sabotage” is of recent coinage; so recent that it is not to be 

found in any dictionary or supplement. It is variously defined by Social- 

ists and anarchists and syndicalists. Many Socialists decline to accept 
sabotage and some denounce it as a crime. Here the syndicalists have the 
best of the argument. They say to the disciples of Prudhomme: “Your ele- 
mentary maxim is property is robbery. How, then, can you maintain that prop- 
says of sabotage: It is ethical in the best sense, since it helps society to 
get rid of its worst foe, the most detrimental factor of social life.” 

Sabotage consists in obstructing in every way the production and dis- 
tribution o? property by wage workers. 

During the great French railroad strike the railroad workmen who sym- 
pathized with the strikers, although they remained in the employ of the com- 
pany, signalized their devotion to the sacred right of labor to eat without 
earning, by loading perishable goods in slow trains or sending them in an 
opposite direction from that designated by the shipper. Others in unloading 
bales containing glass and china, that were marked “handle with care” took 
pains to place heavy boxes on top of them and if this failed to smash them 
to the ground. “From the standpoint of the 
law,” says Emma Goldman, “this may have been a crime, but from the stand- 
point of common humanity it was a very sensible thing. The same is true 
of disarranging a loom in a weaving mill.” 

The traveling I Won't Worker practices sabotage. Hens and roosters are 
property, therefore they are robbery. He seizes them from their roosts at 
midnight, wrings their necks and bags them, thereby destroying property and 
obstructing production, for dead hens lay no eggs. The next day he eats the 
destroyed property, nurtures his anarchic body and chronicles the complete 
triumph of sabotage in a small but satisfactory way.

Going back to her daughter’s home 
in Oakland she talked over her plan 
and asked for a place on the back 
porch to experiment with the olives.

Mrs. Ehmann slights no detail of her work 
From the picking of the olives to the packing of them for shipment. 
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an olive grower who began in the 
eariy stages of the game grew dis- 
gusted with offers of $20 for an entire 
crop, and offers to cart the crop away 
for the picking, and dug out old trees 
that would have made him a fortune 
since then. 

Before the ripe olive made good, it 
put California in bad odor—quite 
literally—in the eastern markets. Be- 
fore the present method of sealing 
olives in tins and glass jars was 
adopted, they were shipped to the East 
im barrels. Barrel after barrel had 
to be carted by night through back 
alleys and dumped into East River, 
smelling to high heaven all the way. 
And the man who had bought them 
once was an ugly man for the next 
ripe olive salesman to face. 

In the struggle of those early days 
three women had a conspicuoug part 
—the late Mrs. M. E. She n of 
Fresno, Mrs. Freda Ehmann of Oro- 
ville, and Mrs. Carrie C. McLenegan 
of San Jose. 

With Mrs. Sherman olives were but 
a side issue, one of many agricultural 
and horticultural enterprises carried 
to success. She demonstrated the 
necessity of selecting a proper soil for 
olive trees, the value of the Mission 
olive brought to the State by the 
padres, the wisdom of planting be- 
tween the olives peaches or some 
quick-bearing crop which will yield 
an income before the olives come into 
bearing, and she was one of the first 
to solve the problem of packing ripe 
olives in tins. Mrs. Sherman's story 
hes already been told. 

Mrs. Ehmann and Mrs. McLenegan 
have confined their attention to the 
olive industry, the former beginning 
with the processing of ripe olives and 
finally making oll, the latter making 
off at first and later yielding to the 
demand for ripe olives. With both a 
business career was purely accidental. 
When Mrs. Ehmann came in 1892 
to join her two married children in 
San Francisco she brought with her 
the proceeds from the sale of her 
home in Quincy, Ill. Finding Califor- 
nia up to the brag. she enthustastic- 
ally gave her son all she had to meet 
some payments on-a tract of 1800 
acres which he was buying in part- 
nersh with another man. 

In f@nancial panic of 1898 the 
partner failed in business, involving 
the 1800 acres, and young Ehmann. 
A lawyer's advice was for Ehmann 
to declare himself bankrupt. A moth- 
ers advice was to remember his fath- 
er’s standard of honor, and she backed 
it up by helping him to shoulder debts 
that weighed heavily for many & year,

Mrs. Ehmann had some wine casks 
brought down, set them in a row on 
the back porch, and into them put 
some ripe olives from the Marysville 
erchard. There being no water tap 
on the back porch, through all the 
process of leaching and pickling she 
carried the necessary gallons of wa- 
ter from the kitchen or the garden; 
faucet to the wine casks. At inter- 
vals throughout the day and through 
the night, too, she watched the 
changes in those olives. At last the 
processing was complete, and she took 
a jar of the olives to the university. 
She knew something must be wrong, 
because the olives were every shade 
of green and brown and purple. She 
was ashamed of her failure, and 
urged r daughter to show them to 
Prof. Hilgard. 

After examining them carefully, he 
remarked: 

“Your mother ts quite expert at 
pickling olives, isn't she? These ‘are 
the best I have ever seen.” 

Encouraged, but not yet satisfied, 
Mrs. Ehmann took a jar of her 
olives to an Oakland grocer. She first 
asked to see his best ripe olives. 
They, too, were vari-colored, so she 
unwrapped her own. 

The preset examined them, tasted 
them, and on the spot bought the 
entire pickling of about 250 gallons. 
This paid for all the cost of experi- 
menting and freight on the balance 
of the crop from Marysville to Oak- 
land. 

Mrs. Ehménn lived on that back 
porch all through the winter, ex- 
perimenting first one way, then an- 
other, to try to preserve the natural 
color, to retain the highest possible 
percentage of the ofl and all the 
delicacy of flavor, and, above all, to 
try to make them keep, which was 
then the most stubborn problem of 
the ripe olive. 

IN NEW YORK. 

In the spring she took samples of 
her work to New York. 

As usual, New York looked askance 
at anything from out the West. New 
York liked European brands. She 
found one man, the Manager of the 
largest olive-imporing house in the 
country, Who told her he believed the 
ripe olive was the coming condiment 
for epicures. He would have con- 
tracted for her entire output for the

On his own account he ordered 
(wo casks, and three years afterward 
he told Mrs. Ehmann’s son he would 
like to kick himself down three flights 
of stairs for not having used his own 
judyment and contracted for all Mrs. 
Ehmann would agree to supply.

BURNS EAGLES’ HALL. 


By a fire that destroyed Eagles’ 
Hall at Cananea, damage was done to 
the amount of about $106,000. The hall 
was used by’the Eagles, Knights of 
Pythias and Odd Fellows orders, 
which all lost their equipment and 
regalia. 

A late order of the State authori- 
tfes of Cananea demands that all for- 
eigners coming into that part of So- 
nora must secure a passport at Naco 
and must secure a like document on 
leaving.

Cochise county, heretofore consid- 
ered almost entirely mineral in its re- 
sources, seems to be the coming ban- 
ner agricultural county of the State.

Of 766 
certificates of entry granted by the 
land office, mainly for homesteads, 


287 were to claimants in Cochise 
county.

Forty artesian wells are now re- 
ported flowing in the vicinity of San 
Simon, where only one failure has 
been noted in all the boring that has 
been done. 

Woek upon the Lesile Canyon irri- 
gation project north of Douglas has 
been started, with about fifty men 
employed. The dam win be 200 feet 
long and twenty feet deep and it is 
expected to impound enough water to 
insure thé irrigation of 1000 acres of 
land. The cost will be about $40,000. 
Bed rock is at an average depth of 
eighteen feet. By electric generation 
at the dam, power is to be developed 
for pumping of fully 2000 acres more 
in the valley below.

is a better way of defending them 
selves than through the private use 
of money. That better way is to take 
the public into their confidence, to 
make absolutely open all their deal- 
ings with legislative bodies and legis- 
lative officers, and let the public judge 
as between them and those with whom 
15 they are dealing.

ership. We now have no leadership 
at all inside our legislative bodies—at 
any rate, no leadership which is def- 
inite enough to attract the attention 
and watchfulness of the country. Our 
only leadership being that of irrespon- 
sible persons outside the Legislatures 
who constitute the political machines, 
it is extremely difficult for even the 
most watchful public opinion to keep 
track of the circuitous methods pur- 
sued. This undoubtedly lies at the 
root of the growing demand on the 
part of American communities every- 
where for responsible leadership, for 
putting in authority and keeping in 
authority those whom they know and 
whom they can watch and whom they 
can contsantiy hold to account. The 
business of the country ought to be 
served by thoughtful and progressive 
legisiation, but it ought to be servéd 
openly, candidly, advantageous with 
a careful regard to letting everybody. 
be heard and every interest be con- 
sidered, the interest which is not 
backed by money as well as the in- 
terest which is; and this can be ac- 
complished only by some simplifica- 
tion of our methods which will cen- 
ter the public trust in small groupe 
of men who will lead, not by reason of 
legal authority, but by reason of their 
contact with and amenability to pub- 
lic opinion. 


I am striving to indicate my belief: 


that opr legislative methods may well 
be reformed in the direction of giving 
more open publicity to every act, in 
the direction of setting up some form 
of responsible leadership dh the floor 
of our legislative halls so that the 
people may know who is back of ev- 
ery bill and back of the opposition 
to it, and so that it may be dealt with 
in the open chamber rather than in 
the committee-room. The light must 
let In on all processes of law-mak- 
ne. 

Legislation, as we nowadays con- 
duct it, is not conducted in the open. 
It is not threshed out in open debate 
upon the floors of our Assemblies. It 
is, on the contrary, framed, digested 
and concluded in committee-rooms. It 
is in committee-rooms that legislation 
not desired by the interests, dies. It 
is in committee-rooms that legislation 
desired by the interests is framed and 
brought forth. There is not enough 
debate of it in open house, in most 


| 
88 to disclose the real meaning of 
the proposals made. Clauses lie quiet- 
fy umexplained and unchallenged in 
our statutes which contain the whole 
‘gist and purpose of the act; qualify- 
ing phrases which escape the public 
attention, casual definitions which do 
not attract attention, classifications 
so technical as not to be generally 
understood, and which every one most 
intimately concerned is careful not to 
explain or expound, contain the whole 


been enacted and has come to adjudi- 
cation in the courts is its scheme as a 
whole divuiged. The beneficiaries are 
then safe behind their bulwarks. 
Of course, the chief triumphs of 
committee work, of covert phrase and 
unexplained classification, are accom- 
plished in the framing of tariffs. Ever 
since the passage of the outrageous 
Payne-Aldrich tariff act our people 
have been discovering the concealed 
meanings and purposes which lay 
hidden in it They are discovering 
item by item how deeply and delib- 
erately they were deceived and 


cheated. This did not happen by 
accident; it came about by design, 
by elaborate, secret design. Questions 


put upon the floor in the House and 
Senate were not frankly or truly 
answered, and an elaborate piece of 
legislation was foisted on the coun- 
try which could not possibly have 
passed if it had been generally com- 
prehended. 

And we know, those of us who 
handle the machinery of politics, that 
the great difficulty in breaking up the 
control of the political boss is that he 
is backed by the money and the in- 
fluence of these very people who are 
intrenched in these very schedules. 
The tariff could never have been built 
up item by item by public discussion, 
and it never could have passed, if 
item by item it had been explained to 
the people of this country. It was 
bullt up by arrangement and by the 
subtle management of a political or- 
ganization represented in the Senate 
of the United States by the senior 
Senator from Rhode Island, and in 
the House of Representatives by one 
of the Representatives from Illinois. 
These gentiemen did not build that 


tariff upon the evidence that was 
given before the Committee on Ways 


purpose of the law. Only after it has. 


and Means as to what the manufac- 
turer and the workingmen, the con- 
sumers and the producers, of this 
country want. It was not built upon 
what the interests of the country 
called for. It was bullt upon under- 
standings arrived at outside of the 
rooms where testimohy was given and 
debate was held. 

I am not even now suggesting cor- 
rupt influence. That is not my pont. 
Corruption is a very difficult thing 
to manage in its literal sense. The 
payment of money is very easily de- 
tected, and men of this kind who con- 
trol these interests by secret arrange- 
ment would not consent to receive a 
dollar in money. They are following 
their own principles—that is te say, 
the principles which they think and 
act upon—and they think that they 
are perfectly honorable and incorrup- 
tible men; but they believe and that 
it is evident the people of the coun- 
try do not believe: they believe that 
the prosperity of the country depends 
upon the arrangements which certain 
party leaders make with certain busi- 
ness leaders. They believe that, but 

e proposition has merely to be 
stated to the jury to be rejected. The 
prosperity of this country depends 
upon the interests of all of us and 
cahnot be brought about by arrange- 
ment between any groups of persons. 
Take any question you like out to the 
country—let it be threshed out in 
public debate—and you will have 
made these methods impossible. 

This is what sometimes happens: 
They promise you a particular piece 
of legislation. As soon as the Legis- 
lature meets, a bill embodying that 
legisiation is introduced. It is re- 
ferred to a committee. You never 
hear of it again. What happened’? 
Nobody knows what happened. 

I am not intimating that corrup- 
tion creeps in: I do not know what 
creeps in. The point is that we not 
only do not know, but it is intimated, 
if we get inquisitive, thac it is none 
of our business. My reply is that 
it is our business, and it is the bust 
ness of every man in the State: we 
have a right to know all the particu- 
lars of that bill’s history. There is 
not any legitimate privacy about mat- 
ters of government. Government 
must, if it is to be pure and correct 


in its processes, be absolutely pub- 
lic in everything that affects it. 1 
cannot imagine a public man with a 
conscience having a secret that he 
would keep from the people about 
their own affairs. 

I know how some of these .gentle- 
men reason. They say that the in- 
fluences to which they are yielding 
are perfectly legitimate influences, 
but that if they were disclosed they 
would not be understood. Well, I 
am very sorry, but nothing is legiti- 
mate that cannot be understood. If 
you cannot explain it properly, then 
there is something about it that can- 
not be explained at ail. I know from 
the circumstances of the case, not 
what is happening, but that something 
private is happening, and that every 
time one of these bills gets into com- 
mittee, something private stops it, 
and it never comes out again un- 
less forced out by the agitation of the 
press or the courage and revolt of 
brave men in the -Legislature. I 
have known brave men of that sort. 
I could name some splendid examples 
of men, who, as representatives of 
the people, demanded to be told by 
the chairman of the committee why 
the bill was not reported, and who, 


him, investigated and found gut for 
themselves, and brought the bill out 
by threatening to tell the reason on 
the floor of the House. 

Those are private processes. Those 
are processes which stand between the 
people and the things that are prom- 
ised them, and I say that until you 
drive all of those things into the open 


when they could not find out- from 


you are not connected with your gov- 
ernment; you are not represented; 
you are not participants in your gov- 
ernment. Such a scheme of govern- 
ment by private understanding de- 
prives you of representation, deprives 
the people of representative institu- 
tions. It has got to be put into the 
heads of legislators that public busi- 
ness is public business. I hold the 
opinion that there can be no on- 
fidences as against the people with 
respect to thelr government, and that 
it is the duty of every public officer 
to explain to his fellow-citizens when- 
ever he gets a chance—explain exact- 
ly what is going on Inside of his own 
office. 

There is no air so wholesome as the 
alr of utter publicity. 

There are other tracts of modern 
life where jungles have grown up that 
must be cut down. Take, for ex- 
ample, the entirely Hlegitimate exten- 


sions made of the idea of private 
property for the benefit of modern 
corporations and trusts. A modern 


joint stock corporation cannot in any 
proper sense be said to base its rights 
and powers upon the principles of pri- 
vate property. Its powers are wholly 
derived from legislation. It possesses 
them for®he convenience of business 
at the sufferance of the public. Its 
stock is widely owned, passes from 
hand to hand, brings multitudes of 
men into its shifting partnerships end 
connects it with the interests and the 
investments of whole communities. 
Tt is a segment of the public; bears n> 
analogy to a partnership or to the 
processes by which private property 
is safeguarded and managed, and 
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T 18 NOT true. It is absolutely 
unqualifiedly not true that legis- 

lation at Washington ever was con- 
ducted i: secret, until President Wil- 
son, in connection with the com- 
plaisant Underwood, in the seclusion 
which the private office of the Presi- 
dent grants, secretly created and 
compiled the tariff bill, which was 
then secretly considered in a Demo- 


cratic caucus, secrétly revised, that is 
to say, secretly indorsed in the Ways 
and Means Committee, and first 
opened to public knowledge when it, 
was rammed down the throats of the 
Republicans, and swallowed! with 
avidity by the ple-seeking Democrats 
in the House of Representatives. 

We will have fallen upon evil times, 
President Wilson, when the policy you 
advocate shall prevail, and there shal! 
no longer be any connection between 
business and legislation. It may be 
partially true that “the alliance be 
tween business and legislation has 
been a burden to business men,” but 
it has been a burden that business 
men have borne with more or less 
cheerfulness, not merely for their own 
benefit, but for the welfare of the na- 
tion. 

The laws which have been enacted 
without the counsel, solicited or un- 
solicited, of business men, have not 
been laws that were of great advan- 
tage to the land. The law that 
exempted the members of labor unions 
from obeying the Sherman act, an 
obedience that was expected of all 
others, was obtained from Congress 
and signed by you through the efforts 
of the Cockney anarchist, Sam Gomp- 
ers, and hell ts full of such business 
men as he 6. . 

The law that violated the Demo- 
cratic demand for a tariff for revenue 


j sition that he is no more fit to fill 


only, by placing sugar and wool on 
the free list, was not framed or 
favored by businesa men, unless it 
can be shown that Mr. Wilson and 
Mr. Underwood were business men—a 
claim so unspeakably absurd that it 
would distort with a grin the features 
of a cast-iron bulldog. 

The tariff law formulated and in- 

ted upon by President Wilson, the 

ssage of which by the House of 
Representatives has already extirpated 
two thousand millions of value on the 
stock exchanges of New York and 
London, was framed by the President 
in conference with the plant Under- 
wood, who sneezed when the Presi- 
dent took snuff, and exhibited the 
roots of his cums when the President 
yawned. No business man was called 
into consultation over either the de- 
tails or the general scope of the Wil- 
Underwood bill. 

Was there a banker or a borrower 
from banks in all the land who was 
consulted by President Wilson when 
he secretly framed the Federal reserve 
banking bill, the mere introduction of 
which tn the House of Representa- 
tives, accompanied by the Presidential 
indorsement, caused the bonds of this 
great, rich, prosperous nation to be 
offered below par without a purchaser 
being found? 

The Republican tariff which the 
President, with whip in one hand and 
pointing to the pie counter with the 
other, ts kicking into the scrap heap 
of discarded legislation was a great 
and beneficent constructive economic 
law. Ite foundation was laid when 
McKinley and his coadjutors extricated 
this nation from the swamp of indus- 
trial disaster Into which Cleveland and 
a Demoeratic Congress had plunged 
it. It was built up by the Dingley and 
Payne-Aldrich additions and amend- 
ments into a perfect measure of 
economic legislation. It was con- 
structed from start to finish in the full 
glare of publicity. Merchants and 
manufacturers and workers and farm- 
ers were consulted. There was noth- 
ine secret about it. It raised this na- 
tion from poverty to affluence, from 
Democratic adversity to Republican 
prosperity, from a dep to a 
proud position among the nations of 


earth. It brought comfort to the 


homes, as well as wealth to the count- 
ing-rooms, and plenty presided upon 
the hearthstones of farmers and mer- 
chants. Sweat-browed labor o'er the 
red forge thanked it, and only the 
unpatronized bankrupt courts had 
occasion to complain of it. 

And now comes the Princeton

The President says that “nothing 
is legitimate that cannot be under- 
stood: that if you cannot explain it 
properly then there is something 
about it that cannot be explained at 
all.” Well, it is up to him to prop- 
erly explain his action in hitching a 
horse to the cart with its head where 
its tall ought to be, and pushing the 
vehicle instead of pulling it:” 
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Section 7, article I of the Unked 
States Constitution provides that “all 
bills for raising revenue shall origi- 
nate in the House of Representatives.”

GOODYEAR FIRST TO. MOLD 
SOLES FOR HEAVY CARS,

Pifth-Avenue Coach Company 
Places First Order for Hard Tires 
As Early As Nineteen-Eight and 
the Method Is Transported from 
Europe to American Shores. 


“Although motor truck tires of va- 
rious types had been made for some 
years previous to 1908, it can be seid 
that it was in that year that the 
American hard rubber base tire was 
born in the Goodyear plant,“ says C. 
W. Martin, manager of the motor 
truck tire department of the Goodyear 
Tire and Rubber Company, Akron, 0. 

“The first order for motor truck 
tires of the hard rubber base type 
was received on April 7, 1908, from 
the Fifth-Avenue Coach Company of 
New York. It called for four tires. 


It took until May 15 to make these 
tires and ship them. 

“A year before this order came in, 
Mr. Litchfield went to Europe and 
investigated what Waa known as the 
Peter Union tire. At that time it was 
considered the best tire in Europe. 
On his return we experimented for 
hearly a year on the vulcanization of 
hard and soft rubber. Finally we de- 
vised two compounds and a cement 
that worked together. This experi- 
mental work brought out the success- 
ful way to vulcanize hard rubber to 
steel, and soft rubber to hard, so that 
the heaviest loads at the sharpest 
turns would have no effect upon the 
tire. 
“Litchfield then set about building 
the first American hard rubber base 
tire, patterned after the Peter Union 
tire. And it was put upon the mar- 
ket in April, 1908. . 
“At that time our motor truck tire 
section consisted of two men and one 
or two molds. This is quite a con- 
tragt to the present equipment, which 
has a capacity of 1000 tires a ay, 
built in a department employing 300 
men. The growth of this department 
seems marvelous, when you stop to 
think that during 1913 over 60 per 
cent. of the trucks made will go out 
from the manufacturers equipped with 
Goodyear truck tires. 
“Probably one af the main reasons 
for the growth of the Goodyear mo- 
tor truck tire department was the es- 
tablishment of the experimental engi- 
neering department.

Baseball Heroes Not Cree 
tures of Chance.

Monte Cross, who played ball for 
many years with the Atlantics and 
with St. Louis clubs and wasa star in 
his day, says there is no such thing 
as luck in baseball. Monte is post- 
tive that all good ball clubs, the ones 
that are always higher up in the race 
year after year, make a study c the 
game and players, and that by thor- 
oughly mastering every point, they 
have little trouble in ripping off vic- 
tories. Cross says that to become per- 
fect in baseball, as in anything else, 
one must devote considerable time 
to the study of the game. That 
explains the reason, according to 
Cross, for the continued success of 
Manager Mack, and the Philadelpl.ia 
Athletics. 

Having a system of signals is one of 
Mack's great secrets. Another is 
in doping out what the other fellows 
are going to pull off. Mack and his 
players, says Cross, never fail to catch 
the signals of an opposing team, and 
when once they do, everything ia easy 
sailing. Says Cross: 

“When the first man on the Ath- 
letics steps up to the plate, he has in- 
structions to watch closely every move 
that his opponents make in the fel 
and especially the pitcher. Lots o 
times a batter can tell what a twirler 
is ‘going to shoot over the plate by 
watching his foot. Then many fingers 
have certain little habita not noticed 
by the fans, perhaps, by which a 
smart ball tosser can tell just what 
kind of a curve is going to come over, 
This trick of telling what kind of a

FAIL TO “COVER UP.” 

“Many pitchers fail to learn how to 
cover up when delivering a baly. I 
have noticed this at the spring train- 
ing camps.

A son of Indiana perfected the au- 
tomobile and developed a machine 
that has today become one of the 
necessities of daily life. Another son 
of Indiana, Cari G. Fisher, proposed 
the national rock highway from coast 
to const. The Indiana Automobile 
Manufacturers Association is now 
engaged in the celebration of the 
twentieth annivereary of the automo- 
bile, and pathfinding a suitable route 
for this highway. 

Eimer Apperson’s first car dears 
but little resemblance to the pair of 
sturdy “Jack Rabbit entries in the 
cross-country tour, but the machine 
that reposes today in the Smithsonian 
Institute in Washington, D. C., was 
the father ot all the cars in this tour 
and the gasoline automobiles now 
built in America. 
The speed of the first car which 
Elmer and Edgar Apperson built 
two decades ago was about twelve 
miles an hour, while the present-day 
care entered in the tour to the Pa- 
cific. Coast will negotiate 3600 miles 
in twenty-six running days. When 
Apperson first drove his machine 
through the street of Chicago he 
was ordered off the boulevards during 
the time of the World's Fair because 
the machine was offensive to the 
horses. Today on every country road 
and on the boulevards there are more 
automobiles than horses. 
When the Indiana Automobile 
Manufacturers’ Association opened 
the entery lists for this tour Elmer 
Apperson decided that two Apperson 
“Jack Rabbit’ touring models should 
take part in this event, in spite of the 
fact that Apperson cars have earned 
their laurels on track and road, and 
the company has quit the racing game 
and all other contest work. 

The Apperson brothers astonished 
the world with their success as the 
pioneers when they built their first 
ear. and in 1888 Edgar Apperson 
drove overiand in one of the cars from 
Kokomo, Ind., to New York City, de- 
livering the car to a customer.
